These charges, 
the gravest that were ever preferred 
against a judicial officer in this state, were 
sent broadcast over tho-Third-judicial 
circuit. It was supposed that with tho 
opposition ot the entire bar, and tho lack 
ot confidence the peopln had in Judge 
Pulling, that he would 'have been defeat- 
ed. But with these influences against 
him, and a strong independent candidate 
to oppose him, he was elected by a 
majority that will reach several thousand, 
Itwould seem fromthis that the people re- 
garded the action of tho lawyer as a sort of 
a persecution, which increased their sym- 
pathy Jot him and secured their votes 
Under all the circumstances, it was a 
strange election, and it shows how atroni;- 
ly sympathetic people are apt to be, for 
what would seem to be tho uoder-dogin 
fight. 


The ministers of Mahouey City, Penn- 


sylvania, combined to make an attack on 
on the trashy literature which filled tho 
shelves and tho counters ot tho book- 
stores and news stands of that city.

Cattle wore killed iu various places, and

At tbo 
latter place tbe destruction was groat, and, 
while numbers of people were wounded, none 
were fatally injured. 


At Troy, about twenty miles north ot bore,

At Casstown, four miles east, soveral 


bouses wore torn down, but no one was fa- 
tuity injured, although several persons wore 
hurt.

ville, tho destruction was terrible. 


Tho house of William Whito was literally 


demolished, and his wifo, tind mother-in-law, 
Mi's. Connor, woro instantly killed, and his 
child c&rriod sovoral hundred yards by the 
wind. 


Tbo storm struck tho houso of James 


Glover while ho was in-doors with a child on 
ouch knoe. A timber hit him in tbo back 
and killed him, but noithor child was hurt. 
Tho damage will foot up hundreds of thou- 
sands, and the loss of life is very fjrcat.
